In my memo to you of 10-10-66 I pointed out that a similar 
request had been made by an assistant of Vice President Humphrey's through 
the telephone company in Boston and I recommended at that time, and the 
Director approved, that he be told that since the Bureau's teletype facilities 
must be constantly available to send and receive urgent traffic, that it would 
not be possible to tra nsmit the V ice President's speech over them. In that \- 
particular instance, the telephone company in Boston had offered 

the use of telephone company facilities for this purpose. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

* . It is recommended that I tell ASAC Larson that he should advise 
Humphrey’s assistant that it will not be possible to transmit the Vice President's 
speech over our teletype facilities in view of the urgent need for them by the 
Bureau, particularly in view of our heavy traffic due to the weekend demonstrations 
just completed.
